He was prominent in the passage of the locomotive 
boiler inspection law, measures for the popular election of 
Senators, the creation of the Children*s Bureau, immigration 
restriction, exempting labor organizations from prosecution under 
The Sherman Aot, investigation of labor conditions in the West 
Virginia coal fields, amendments prohibiting the use of time 
measuring device and bonus system in Government plants, and to 
prevent the interstate shipment of goods made by child and con­ 
vict labor.

500 Leaders in Conference 
to Unite Vote of Progressives 


In the 1914 campaign the progressive vote was divided 
among five candidates for governor.
